ind So Little Time 


Libraries have always existed for one 
or both of these purposes: to preserve 
the books in which the knowledge up to 
any one time may be found,and to provide 
the means by which the people may become 
acquainted with that knowledge. The 
library in the school definitely comes 
under the latter category. Librarians 
have always had to consider whether their 
chief dutyis that of being "Keeper of the 


Books," of being "Housekeeper of the 
library", or of being "Disseminator of 
Knowledge," 


Few librarians today try to be only 
"Keeper of the Books," for books today 
are to be used. But the school librarian 
has a hard time in reducing her house - 
keeping duties to the vanishing point so 
that she has time to do her chief job = 
getting the right material to the right 
person at the right time. 

In this work she has to know the 
materials,the people,and the curriculum. 
She has to work with the teachers and 
the pupils, and in many cases with the 
community. 

The word materialsis used purposely, 
because the school of today uses all 
materials which convey ideas. This means 
that the school library is concerned not 
only with books, periodicals, newspapers 
and documents, but also with that host of 
new audio-visual materials, 
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school librarian's 
"people" are the teachers and the 
students. To be able to work success- 
fully with them, she must know their 
needs, their abilities, and even their 
idiosyncrasies, And then she must be 
well acquainted with the curriculun, 
including the aims and purposes of the 
school, Years ago the chief aim of the 
school was toimpart facts to be learned, 
But today the chief aim is to educate 
for democratic living. There is much 
disagreement on just what this means. 
But the librarian needs to know the 
philosophy of the particular school in 
which she works so that she may fit the 
library service to that end. 

Many schools today serve not only 
the needs of the school children, but 
the needs of the community as a whole, 
especially adult education needs. If 
this is the case, the librarian has to 
fit her library to these needs, as well. 

One particular dfficulty whichlibrar- 
ies are sometimes having to meet today 
comes from the present almost hysterical 
state of public opinion, In their zeal 
for combatting anything which may be a 
danger to our national security, some 
people would have libraries fall into 
the very condition for which they blame 
the totalitarian countries — that is, 
censorship and banning of "subversive" 
material, The trouble comes, of course, 
in determining what is subversive. 

It goes backto the aims of elucation, 
which today include the aim of training 
people to think straight, instead of 
stuffing them with facts, to be repeated 
parrot-like when the occasion demands. 
Schoollibrarians should read the Library 
Bill of Rights as agreed uponat the 1948 
meeting of ALAin order to form judgments 
for surmounting this difficulty if it 
should arise, (Ed. Note: W.V.L.A.adopt- 
ed this Bill as its om in Oct. 1951.) 

Andhow does aschool librarian, especi- 
ally a teacher-librarian who has to spend 
most of her time teaching, find the time 
to help all the teachers, and pupils,and 
maybe townspeople too, find the material 
they need? Or, how does she find time to 
build up her library and cooperate with 
people so much that they will use’ it? 
Well, at home the busy housewife has time
